Shoekey was born near woundnead, 


ind started life auHe prosperously. A 
i'arm of 160 ncres was left to him, 
hut he was unable to confine hlmseti 
to working it. He was inclined to 
a romantic life and lo-vd excitement:. 


His parents were rather odd people 


and many attribute fearauel's char- 
acteristics to them, jffe finally took 
to drink and sank Itjwer and lower. 
C-eaving his farm he mounted the lec- 
ture platform and talked almost con- 
stantly on tne subject/crf phrenology. 
He did not stop at lectures, however, 
hue, wrote poetry and preached. His 
eccentric conduct and 
changeable 


moods won him much notoriety. Talc- 
ing advantage of this he told fortunes 
and roped in many who were stiper- 
ititiously inclined, 


Shockey haunted newspaper offices 


as all such travelers do, and secured 
many amusing press accounts con- 
cerning his actions and travels. Drink 
took a rentless hoid upon him and 
some of the sad plights into which thf 
poor fellow was thrown were moat 
pitiful. 
Hia nK'lancholy moods grew 


more frequent and stronger until they 
culminated ia the suicide told above.
